Summerfallow is in good 
condition with 93 per cent of the land 
having received second operation. 
Pastures are fair to good and live 
stock in good condition. 

Rainfall in the Gleichen and Strath- 
more districts for the two week per- 
iod ending on the 7th was altogether 
nil. Normally each area would have 
received .98 of an inch of rainfall. 
This means that in the overall picture 
for the season, Strathmore has _ had 
about three inches less than normal, 
and Gleichen about two inches less.

Simply to refrain from shooting each 
other is not peace. At best it is a 
state of non-violent warfare. Peace is 
not a matter of shooting, or not shoot 
ing. It finds its real basis in a friendly 
courteous and sympathetic relation- 
ship amon g the peoples of the world. 
Bad relationships create enmities and 
enmities create wars. 

Some members of the Peace Conter- 
ence seem to think of the Peace Con- 
terenc Table in terms of a boarding 
house table whence personal survival 
depends on each one's ability to grab 
as much as the arm can reach, and 
to get it before the other fellow has a 


chance. Having wolfed up everything 
within reach in their own occupied 
territory under the control of their 


military power, they are sitting at the 


Peace Table licking their chops in 
anticipation of more delectables yet 
to come. 


Industrial equipment, territorial an- 


nexations, financial and natural re- 
sources; compulsory labour’ by out- 
standing scientist and just common 


slave labour are among the spoils tak- 
en by the more euphonious name of 
“reparations.”” This will do much to 
prolong the misery and suffering of 
the conquered peoples. It is also in 
direct contradiction to the principles 
of the Atlantic Charter so loudly pro- 
claimed and praised during the period 
of actual fighting. 

Nor is this likely to discourage fut- 
ure war-makers to look on and see how 
handsomely victory can be made to 
pay in that something called national 
glory and prestige. 

Underlying all else in the task of 
making a lasting peace must be the 
prevention of the growth, or develop- 
ment, of another great reservoir of 
biterness created by a sense of in- 
justice, and to give no further caus: 
for needless suffering and hardship 
of the vanquished people. Re-education 
of people cannot be imposed upon 
them from without against their own 
will. The right spiritual and emotional 
attitudes must exist between pupil and 
teacher ere the pupil is likly to profit 
much by the lessons. 

The Writer can only cinceive of two 
possible roads that would lead to a 
sure and lasting peace; 

One would be to deprive the con- 
quered people of every vestige of 
self government—local, municipal and 
state wide. Government to be by a 
strong military dictatorship re-infore- 
ed with a large “Gestapo” Force that 
could ferret out and destroy the mal- 
contents. Reduce the people to such 
a state of economic slavery that would 
forever prevent them raising their 
head again in national self respect. 
Such conditions would have to be per- 
petually maintained so that there 
would not be even the remotest hance 
of them ever giving expression again 
to any feelings of resentment or in- 
justice. In this way open warfare 
might be prevented.

A. FU. POLLING STRIKE VOTE 


Threat of non-delivery on the part of 
20,000 of Alberta’s 97,000 farmers hung 
in the air this week, as the Alberta 
Farmer’s Union polled its locals and 
membership to decide on the strike ac- 
tion weapon. Should the strike go 
through, it will mean withholding of 
all farm products of the farmers invol- 
ved. 

A meeting of the Strathmore local of 
the A. F. U. was held last Friday night 
when one of the best turnouts in a long 
time was experienced. During the 
meeting, the strike vote ballots were 
used, and resulted in only two dissent- 
ing votes. There were nearly fifty 
farmers present. 

Results on Wednesday throughout 
the province indicated that about 
75% of the votes are in. and of those 
returned so far, in the neighbourhood 
of 90% of the farmers are in favor of 
striking. 

Leaders of the Alberta Wheat Pool, 
the 17. G. G. and the U. F. A. are in 
the main not expressing themselves 
on the matter. Asked to lend support 
of their organizations, they have var- 
iously replied that their organizations 
have never voted on the strike action 
weapon, and that they are not able to 


speak for the organization as a whole. 

Carl Stempfle, president of the 
A.F.U. said recently that if the strike 
is called, it must be done so quite 
quickly, before there is any large scale 
movements of harvests. His aim, he in- 
dicated, would be to call the strike, if 
necessary, by August 24, 

Object of the action being taken is to 
expedite the setting up of a fact find- 
ing board which would sit on the pric- 
es of farm products, in comparison 
with farm costs. The Union is asking 
that the guaranteed price for wheat 
over the nert five years be $1.55 in- 
stead of $1.35 as it now is, and that 
other matters, such as the increase 
in gasoline tax and the increase in 
prices of farm machinery since 1944 
be removed. They are also asking 
that satisfactory floor prices for live- 
stock, poultry and dairy products. 

While no definite policy has as yet 
been announced, the general direction 
of the strike would be to withhold the 
delivery of all farm products, though 
it was suggested recently that arrange- 
ments might be made to allow through 
enough milk and other products for 
use of children in towns and hospitals.
